Whoever vial ta the Loudon Tower 
may enjoy a veritable feast of swords, 
but amid the mmiberh-ss array of weap­ 
ons there are one or two that are eepe 
chally worthy of notioe. 
There la the 
sword of state, which ie girt on the 
monarch’* side after his anointing at 
the im polling ceremony of coronation, 
which girding I* more honored in the 
breach, one would suppoee, when the 
monarch in a lady. 
The sword la first 
consecrated by the primate, and by him 
handed to the lord chamberlain, who 
completes the function. It la a two hand 
ed w eapon, with rich decorations on hilt 
and pommel and scabbard. Of scarcely 
leo* Importance is the ‘ ‘sword at mercy," 
borne before the sovereign in the coro­ 
nation procession. This sword it named 
(tartans, but though undoubtedly very 
n I ancient it can hardly claim to be the 
original (tartans forged by the famous 
Munlflcan. 
This original (tartans wa* the niagio 
weapon of Ogler the Dane, bold knight 
of Charlemagne's most warlike day* 
Our own (tartans is in any case many 
centuries old. It is square pointed, with 
the look a* though the point had been 
broken short; hence possibly its name. 
A flue gold wire covers its handle, and 
the scabbard is remarkably ornate Two 
other swords are carried at the corona­ 
tion ceremony—swords symbolical of 
spiritual and temporal justice, the first 
with an obtuse point, the latter sharp. 
I Curtails and these two justice swords 
are not often called upon to make a pub* 
' lie appearance. It i* happily more than 
a half century since they were last re­ 
quired at a coronation, hut whenever 
the sovereign opens parliament in per 
son the sword of state first mentioned is 
called from its repoee. 
The lord mayor’s sword is even more 
familiar to the geueral public, and not 
only London, but most other corpora­ 
tions, have their sword and sword hear­ 
er. 
It is a picturesque survival of the 
middle agee, which one would regret to 
see abolished—part of the ritual of state 
customs, which ritual is by no means 
meaningless. 
Public action must often
